What To Do After 
A Traffic Accident 


A list of do’s and don'ts for use 
following a traffic accident has been 
Offered by a motor club official. 

In offering the suggestions, the 
official reminded motorists that. 
while many are innocent victims of 
traffic accidents, every such mis- 
hap, regardless of who is to blame. 
imposes certain definate and clear- 
cut obligations on everyone invol- 
ved 


“Although no one plans on a 
traffic accident,” the club official 
said, “it is a good policy to know 
exactly what to do in that unlikely 
event. In fact, the wise motorisi 
will keep a list, such as the one 
that follows, in the glove compart- 
ment for immediate use.” 

Here are the suggestions: 

(1) STOP! Hit and run driving 
is a criminal offence. Then, warn 
on-coming traffic, or have some- 
one else do it, if you are injured. 

(2) Call a doctor to treat the in- 
jured, if any. Don't move accident 
victims unless it is absolutely nec- 
essary. Don't administer first-aid 
unless you know what your doing. 
However keep the injured warm 
while awaiting medical help. 

(3) Call the police, if the ac- 
cident is at all serious. 
yourself and give the police any in- 
formation they require, However. 
do not make any statements as to 
liability. Statements made at the 
time of an accident carry great 
weight in court, and you may find 
that your original conception of the 
accident was erroneous. Do not 
discuss the accident with witnesses 

(4) Have your car moved out of 
traffic, as soon as it is feasible af- 
ter the accident. 

(5) Prepare a written record of 
the accident, including a diagram 
If you have an accident form, fill 
it out completely, Such a _ record 
should include: name. address and 
driver's license number of other op- 
erator, his tag number, make and 
model of his car; names and ad- 
dresses of all occupants of other 
cars as well as those of witnesses: 
name of attending doctor, if any, 
and hospital to which injured were 
taken; description of damage to 
both cars and the 
under which the accident occurred. 

(6) Submit a report to your in- 
surance company. Even if you are 
not to blame and anticipate no 
claim against you, you will be play-

USING ALDRIN TO KILL 
SWEET CLOVER WEEVILS 

1. Wash out your sprayer tank 
very thoroughly. Fill with water 
and add two pounds ammonia for 
each 50 gallons water. Circulate 
this solution through the pump, 
hoses and valves. Shut off and let 
this remain in the tank for at least 
24 hours. Drain out and again 
flush thoroughly. You are now 
ready to procedd with spraying the 
insecticide. 

2. Sweet clover weevils can be 
killed with aldrin if following in- 
structions are carefully followed. 

3. Adjust your tractor and spray- 
er to deliver eight gallons of water 
| per acre, 10 gallons would be 
better. This can be done by adjust- 
ing pressure and speed of travel. 
has 2 Ibs. technical 
poison per gallon and one pint 
contains 4 ounces actual poison. 
This is a minimum treatment per 
acre and the rate may have to be 
doubled in some cases where adult 
encountered. Mix al- 


the rate of one pint for every acre, 
and then proceed with your spray- 
ing just the same as if you were 
spraying for weeds, 

4. This material is very poisonous 
and must be handled with care. 
Use gloves when handling the con- 
tainers. Do not inhale the fumes 
and do not spray in a wind or even 
a heavy breeze, since a great deal 
of the effectiveness on the weevils 
would be dissipated by the wind not 
allowing the chemical ww settle 
down directly on the weevils and 
on the sweet clover, 

5. Aldrin is a contact as well as 
a Stomach poison. If they are con- 
tacted by the spray itself they will 
cease feeding immediately and die 
within 48 hours. If by chance they 
escaped the spray but eat the 
sprayed foliage the aldzin will act 
as a stomach poison and = accom- 
plish the same results. At the 
above rate the cost of this will run 
about 75 cents per acre for the 
alidrin. Remember, this is a mini- 
mum treatment, you should not 
use less than one pint per acre. 

6. The residual effect of this 
poison will remain on the foliage 
14 days. Livestock should 


treated with aldrin until after 15

Dry conditions and wind will 
blow pulverized, exposed soil. When 
land drifts through wind erosion it 
is the fertile part which is carried 
away and the less fertile left be- 
hind. A bad blow with accompany- 
ing soil drifting will lower the fer- | 
tility of land to such an extent 
that uch cost and time is entailed 
before the productivity is regained. 

One of the best guardians against 
erosion of our land by wind or 
water is a protective covering, The 
trash cover (residue of previous 
crop) should not be burned after 
the winter protection has been 
provided. 

This trash cover should be kept 
near the surface and can be readily 
incorporated into the soi] and will 
continue to protect the soil from 
erosion. This residue will break 
down and ag it decomposes it 
makes available plant foods for 
the growing crops. 

Do not burn the stubble and{| 
etraw in the spring. This procedure 
eliminates the protection from ero- 
sion and destroys the organic mat- 
ter which will provide plant food. 
In addition the intake moisture 
capacity of a soil is governed by 
the organic matter content; this 
factor is important in preventing 
water holes developing. 

Pulverizing of the land, that is 
treaking it down unti] it is of a 
dusty condition, should be avoided. 
Some of our machines will pulver- 
ize more than others. Tandem 
disc is one of the pulverizing ma- 
chines, Cultivators on the other 
hand do not pulverize. Machines 
used, especially the dise type, will 
pulverize when the speed is great. 

We are seeing considerable wind | 
erosion this spring, many of the 
fields are in such a condition that | 
they are subject to it. Some of 
this erosion could be cut down by 
spreading manure or ridging the 
exposed edges. To prevent erosion 
on other fields incorporate all the 
trash possible, do not burn it off. 
Trash covers as well as protecting 
the soil, break down adding organic 
matter to the land.

I am pleased to have the oppor- 
tunity to take on some of the ex- 
tension work in the district for the 
summer months. As you probably 
al] know Miss Howard was taken 
ill in February, however, it is very 
encouraging to learn that she is 
improving and I am sure we all 
wish her a speedy recovery. 

The week of May 11th to 16th 
designated as Roasting 
Chicken Week. Why not. serve 
chicken at least once that week? 

Here are some of the rules to 
keep in mind when roasting a 
chicken: 

1. Place bird, breast side down, 
on rack in uncovered pan with no 
water or grease added. Baste oc- 
casionally with fat during roasting. 
Turn bird on back to brown uni- 
formly during last hour of roasting. 
Birds may be wrapped and roasted 
in parchment or aluminum | foil. 
Remember that the shiny side re- 
flects heat, the dull side absorbs. 

2. There can be no set rules for 
time required to roast poultry. <A 
chicken, 4 to 6 or 8 pounds, dressed 
weight should roast approximately 
30 minutes per pound at 300-325 
degrees F. 

To test for doneness run a metal 
skrewer or long fork into the tickest 
part of ‘the breast ‘also into thigh 
next to breast). If meat is tender 
and juice does not ghow a reddish 
tinge, the bird is done, If using 
a meat thermometer placed in the 
centre of the thigh it should read 
190 degrees F. or if placed in cen- 
tre of stuffing, 180 degrees F.
